What makes a person faint? 
I’m so embarrassed. Before I 
read a telegram, or even a

Dear Mrs. L : 
Fainting is the sudden loss of 
consciousness caused when the 
amount of blood and oxygen to 
the brain is inadequate. 


Any sudden drop of blood 
pressure, brought on by change 
of position, by d ru g s or by a 
severe emotional upset, can 
cause some people to faint. 


At the turn of the century, 
fragile femininity and fainting 
were part of the social and 
graceful scene. It was found 
that women had a tendency to 
faint because they were so 
tightly corseted that normal 
breathing was disturbed. In­ 
sufficient oxygen in the blood 
was the result 


A general examination might 
reveal the possibility of low 
blood pressure, even possibly 
low blood sugar, or some hor­ 
mone imbalance This m ust be 
pursued for reasons of safety

The win tied the two NFC 
E astern Division rivals at 5-2 at 
the halfway point of the season, 
one gam e behind the Dallas 
Cowboys, the R edskins’ Sunday- 
opponent.

These chilly days and even 
ch illier n ig h ts have us all 
thinking of w inter clothes, extra 
blankets, wood for the stove 
and, hopefully, the w elfare of 
our anim als. 


P re p a rin g for your pet s 
comfort in cold w eather need 
not be difficult. A dog or cat that 
stays outside will need a shelter 
This shelter does not have to be 
e la b o rate or 
expensive, 
sim ple 
house 
th at 
gives 
protection from the cold winds 
and the elem ents is adequate 
The house can be m ade from 
scrap m aterials if you have 
some on hand. If the pet is sm all 
enough, an old wooden barrel 
m akes a cozy den. 


If possible, place the house in 
a sheltered place and face it 
south. Give your pet a bedding 
of straw , old clothes or blankets, 
wood 
sh av in g s 
or 
sim ila r 
m aterial to keep him warm and 
comfortable. 


The sam e applies to larger 
anim als, such as ponies and 
goats. Again, the shelter doesn’t 
have to be a luxerious stall in a 
fancy b a rn . They do need 
protection from the winds and 
the cold rains, ice and snow. 
Even a well bedded three sided 
lean-to 
(p re fe ra b le 
facing 
south) will do. 


Proper food and w ater are 
ex tre m e ly im p o rta n t during 
cold w eather. Food, in addition 
to 
m eeting 
the 
obvious 
nutritional needs of your pet, 
also acts as “ fuel" and helps 
m aintain body heat. A well fed 
anim al is a w arm er anim al than 
one that is underfed 


This tim e of year starts the 
cold and flue season for hum ans 
and anim als, so watch your pet 
for any signs of these ailm ents. 
If your pet looses it’s appetite, 
acts listless, developes w atery 
eyes, runny nose, a cough or 
acts abnorm al in any way, call 
your vet E arly treatm ent can 
not only save you money over 


later, m ore drastic and ex­ 
pensive m ethods, but very 
possible your pet’s life.
